“It looks like we’re in a holding pattern,” 
Los Angeles Sheriff’s Office Inspector Randy 
Hunnicut told The News Tuesday morning when 
asked about the progression of the case involving 
Jeffrey Percell. 

Percell remains in Vermont, fighting extradi¬ 
tion, after surrendering himself to the Burlington, 
Vt. police Dec. 13 at 10:30 a.m. The 30-year-old 
Sierra Madrean is charged, on a no-bail warrant, 
for the murder of his parents, Doris Alice and John 
Henry Percell, who were found slain Nov. 16 in 
their Sierra Madre home. 

Vermont Gov. Madeline Kunin issued a second 
arrest warrant for Jeffrey Percell a week ago. 
“The second warrant was drawn to satisfy Ver¬ 
mont law,” Hunnicut said. 

He added that Percell has until Feb. 27 to file 
habeas corpus again. 

Acting on the advice of his public defender, 
Percell filed the appeal with the Vermont Supreme 
Court, claiming paperwork filed with the first war- 


Candidates called ‘on the carpet’

Eight candidates seeking to fill available 
seats on the board of education in the Pasadena 
Unified School District met last Wednesday night 
at the Sierra Madre Women’s Club. 

Candidates night in the Essick House of SMWC 
was introduced by Martha Van De Verg and mod¬ 
erated by Hugh Harris, husband of SMWC 
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president Phyllis Harris. In his opening words, 
Harris joked, “This is the first time I’ve ever 
lived with a president.” 

Levity did not last as the candidates stated 
their positions on the complex issues plaguing the 
school system. The five-minute time allotment 
for each speaker was strictly enforced under the 
watchful eye of time keeper Lucille Flanders. 

Two candidates for Seat Arlene Moncrief 
and George Padilla, kicked off the evening. Mon¬ 
crief, a parent and former teacher, advocated 
higher standards of education, while Padilla, a 
member of various organizations, offered a four- 
point “blueprint for success.” 

Seat #3 had the largest number of candidates 
including a surprise bid for re-election by James 
McBath. Of the four candidates, Dennis Scott, a 
product of Pasadena schools and active school 
participant, began his bid for election with a spirited 
talk proposing a strong truancy program. During 
the entire meeting. Scott was the only one to 
receive applause. 

Incumbent James McBath followed Scott with 
an attempt to “show what’s right about the schools " 
Media credit administrator Alicia Wood quoted 
statistics on the percentage of students who never 
make it to college and loss of middle-class stu¬ 
dents as key points to focus on. if elected.

rant was deficient. 

“There’s lots of red tape and then he’ll be 
extradited,” Hunnicut said. “I would have thought 
that we’d already have him back here but the 
(Vermont) state’s attorney decided to go ahead to 
alleviate any confusion. We’re still accumulating 
evidence and working the case actively, trying to put 
together everything we can. I feel our case is good.” 

Actually, Hunnicut notes, the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment is in “the same position now as we were when 
he (Percell) turned himself in as far as getting him 
back here. There has been a series of delays by 
the Vermont public defenders.” 

Normally, there is only one habeas corpus. 
Hunnicut said he could not comment on what 
they’re (defenders in Vermont) trying to accomplish. 

When extradition is completed, Percell will be 
back in county jail and will be arraigned in Pasa¬ 
dena Municipal Court, then a preliminary hearing 
date will be set. Until then, he said, they wait.

Suzanne Levoe and Karen Allsop, who repre¬ 
sent Sierra Madre Parents for a Better Education, 
urge all of tho.se who wish to investigate the possi- 
biliiy of this redistricting to attend the meeting 
and help get questionaires, which they have com¬ 
pleted, circulated. 

‘‘In speaking with parents here in town, we 
have found there is a great deal of discontent 
with our pre.sent situation. One of the most up¬ 
setting things we’ve learned is that families have 
moved out of Sierra Madre for the purpose of 
leaving the Pasadena schools. There are also people 
who love everything about Sierra Madre, but choose 
to buy homes elsewhere due to the school district,” 
the women report. 

They continue, “Many families have enrolled 
their children in private schools in order to avoid 
the numerous problems and inadequacies that exist

in the Pasadena Unified School District. We are ad¬ 
vocates of the public school system. We think it is 
a shame that so many people feel the need to pay 
tuition when they are also paying taxes to support 
a public school system they view as unsatisfactory.” 

The women point out that thev are willing 
to pay for schools that “can provide them (child¬ 
ren) with a high quality, safe learning environ¬ 
ment. W'e also feel a sense of community is im¬ 
portant to our children’s self-esteem and security.” 

Levoe and Allsop point out that .Arcadia and 
Sierra Madre children participate in organized sports 
and attend recreation department’s activities. They 
say that families in both communities attend the 
same churches and that both the fire and police 
departments have mutual assistance programs. 

“There is a strong community interaction bet¬ 
ween Arcadia and Sierra Madre, yet our children 
are not allowed to attend public school together.” 
The women hope to petition the Los Angeles County 
Superintendent and “hopefully win our case.” 

Levoe described to The News what Mai k Eorgy, 
representing the L.A. Education System, had told 
her must be done to begin the wheels rolling. The 
group must submit a map and legal description ol 
the area to get proper forms to begin appropriate 
steps. 

They must request petition forms from the 
county. The county will review the reasons for 
wanting to secede from Pasadena and join .Arcadia 
School System. 

Two thousand (25 percent of registered Sierra 
Madre voters) must sign the petition forms that 
will be sent back to the county for verification of 
signatures and review. 

The county then sets up dates for public hear¬ 
ings to be held on the same night in both school 
districts. That information goes hack to the county 
which makes recommendations ba.sed on the hearings.

bond issue was not submitted to vote 


This segment continues the series on the city's 
bond issue. Ed. 

Among the many questions being asked about 
the $8.4 million dollar bond issue recently approved 
by the city council is why it was not submit¬ 
ted to a vote of the people. 

According to City Administrator .lim McRea, 
one of the reasons was that the city could not 
afford to pay off General Obligation Bonds, 
which are the kind requiring a vote. The city 
simply does not receive sufficient property tax 
revenue, he says. 

The bonds the City Council opted for instead 
are Local Agency Revenue Bonds, which will be 
paid with revenues other than property taxes, 
namely water fund revenues and the tax increments 
received by the Community Redevelopment .Agency. 

This type of bond does not require a vote 
of the people for approval. 

The Community Redevelopment .Agency (CRA) 
is a separate entity, although its five directors 
are the five City Council members. 

Most cities now have CRAs, established for 
the purpose of combating blight and deterioration. 


Many interpretations of “blight and deterioration” 
have been used by various cities in spending CRA 
monies. 

Our CRA was established in 1974 and the CR.A 
development area was designated as a corridor along 
Sierra Madre Blvd. from Sierra V'ista Park to Lima 
and including most of the business district. 

The assessment for property tax purposed in 
this designated CRA project area was frozen at 
that date and since then, all taxes from increased 
valuation have come to our CRA. In the past 
yeai, this amounted to $237,800. During the 14 
years of its existence, our CRA has accumulated 
over $1.8 million in surplus funds. 

All monies generated from the CR.A tax in¬ 
crements must be used on projects within the CRA 
area, or be demonstrably of benefit to the area 
(as in the ca.se of the new fire truck). The city 
hall, police and fire facility were a CR.A bond 
project, which was approved in 1974. 

Since the county and other agencies do not 
share in this largess, they tend to be diligent in 
finding reasons to cut off CRA revenues. One of

City Council hires consultant 
to investigate city fee structure 


Not satisfied with the infusion of money the 
recently-approved $8.4 million bond issue will bring 
to bear on maintenance and improvements in Sierra 
Madre, the City Council is now m the midst of 
studying fees and charges for various services. 

An in-depth study by Management Services 
Institute (MSI), which cost $65,000, is now in 
the hands of City Council members and public 
hearings are planned to commence toward the end 
of March, according to City .Administrator lim 
McRea. 

The News felt that Sierra Madreans should be 
aware of the findings in the study report so that 
they can bring then input to the couiwil’s deli 

her at tons. 
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vices have traditionally been provided for segments 
of the citizenry, but have been subsidized by all 
of the citizens through property taxes. Some have 
no fees or charges; others do, but fail to bring 
in revenue commensurate with expenses. Some city¬ 
wide services also fail to do so. 

The report reveals that the total of the city’s 
tax subsidies tor fees and charges which could 
legitimately be considered as non-tax services 
amounts to over M.J million. The revenues cur¬ 
rently received foi these services leaves more than 
$2.4 million, which is being subsidized bv pioperty 
taxes.

Sierra Madreans are reminded that 
whenever a solicitor comes to either their 
homes or their businesses, they should 
check out the authenticity of the com¬ 
pany carefully. 

Just because someone says he/she 
represents an entity does not mean that 
person is telling the truth. 

No money should pass hands unless 
the solicitor has been checked out with 
the licensing department at city hall, 
355-7135. 

If the solicitor has no solicitors’ 
or business license, that person is work¬ 
ing illegally within the city and must be 
reported immediately to the police de¬ 
partment, 355-1414. 

Recently, such a problem arose 
and as of Tuesday morning, the solicitor 
had no license even though she had been 
into the community, gathering dona¬ 
tions to a national entity which she 
said she represented. She may represent 
that national entity. We do not ques¬ 
tion that. However, she did not have a 
solicitor’s license, and, therefore, was 
working the community illegally. 

We can only hope not many of you 
business people gave her a donation. 

From now on, check it out carefully.

It occurred to me after having read 
the letter to the editor (Feb. 6) concern¬ 
ing filming in the residential area of Sierra 
Madie that, perhaps, not all citizens totally 
understand the role the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce plays in the filming in Sierra Madre. 

The chamber has no jurisdiction and 
leceives no monetary support from film¬ 
ing outside the immediate downtown busi¬ 
ness district. That jurisdiction lies with 
the individual resident who contracts with 
the studio, the city, and should be address¬ 
ed to the city and its staff. 

We hope this editorial will clear up any 
misconceptions anyone has concerning the 
chamber’s role in the filming that goes on 
in Sierra Madre.

At that point, I asked Lynne, our News 
office courier, to follow through. She discovered 
that Triple A no longer handles the renewal 
of drivers’ licenses. She called the DMV and 
talked to someone who said she would sent a 
form to me to fill out and after paying $10 
I would automatically have my license. 

When no form arrived, Lynne called DMV 
again. The next person told her that 1 would 
have to come in and take the test, that the 
DMV sends no forms. 

It seemed time for me to go over and “have 
it out.”

Part of 
the building that now 
projects over the front 
property line would be re¬ 
moved and the addition 
would be added to the 
property in a manner that 
would be less obtrusive 
than now exists. 

The variances were 
granted, pending a 14 day 
appeal period. 

The next variance re¬ 
quested was for parking. 
In order to enlarge an 
apartment to a “more 
realistic” size, the owners 
of the complex at 633 W. 
Sierra Madre blvd., Rich¬ 
ard and Margaret Schnei¬ 
der requested a variance 
to permit them to take a 
two car garage, that is 
part of the main struc¬ 
ture and convert it into a 
part of the adjacent 350 
sq. ft. apartment. They 
stated that the present 
parking area has always 


been more than sufficient 
for tenant needs. 

The variance was 
granted without protest 
and with a 14 day ap¬ 
peal period. 

Bob Thomas, owner 
of the property at 561 
Alta Vista was also grant¬ 
ed variance for a non- 
conforming, pre-existing 
property at 561 Alta Vista. 
He wants to put an addi¬ 
tion to the residence and 
needed front yard var¬ 
iance for a garage and 
variance for percentage of 
lot coverage. All were 
again given and subject 
to the 14-day appeal per¬ 
iod. 

The last item on the 
agena was for the addi¬ 
tion of a second story to 
the property of Brian and 
Barbara Risser, at 450 
Ramona, on this item 
there was one protest by 
a neighbor as to pos-

drug projects for teaching kids “how to say no.” 

For Seat #5, incumbent Ann Pursel spoke on 
various topics she regards as priorities, including 
values in education and higher teacher salaries. 
Opposing candidate Frank Rocha advocated a lower 
student per classroom ratio based on a survey he 
conducted. 

Time keeper Flanders had to resort to bell 
ringing during the question-and-answer period as the 
candidates “waxed eloquent,” as moderator Harris 
aptly put it. 

Tough questions by local residents turned up 
the heat under the candidates. Irrate parents de¬ 
manded solutions to the crime problem in schools. 
In fact, one resident cited 62 incidents requiring 
police intervention at Wilson Middle School last 
year. Role models in school, parent interaction 
with schools and improved communication between 
school board and council were also discussed. 

As the candidates tackled these tough ques¬ 
tions, James McBath tried to quell the issues 
by stating that school administrators “are not 
responsible for what goes on in a broken home or 
ghetto.” The response was unsatisfactory for most.

as one mother related an incident in which her 
first-grader was harrassed by supposed Blood and 
Crip gang members. 

Candidate Wilbert Smith insightfully pointed 
out that school administrators were not now, but 
should be, trained and equipped to handle the 
crime problem. McBath jumped in with the remark 
that students carrying guns to school “will be ex¬ 
pelled.” Needless to say, members of the audience 
seemed almost amused, but definitely annoyed, 
by expulsion from school for possession of a lethal 
weapon rather than prosecution under California 
state law for juveniles. 

The full house three-hour meeting wound down 
with refreshments and an opportunity to meet can¬ 
didates personally. Tough questions posed in this 
election echo tough decisions to be made once 
Seats 1, 3 and 5 are filled. 

School violence, cut budgets and lack luster 
teacher salaries are not unique to Pasadena schools, 
however. In urban areas nationwide, similar con¬ 
ditions exist. Distribution of tax dollars for educa¬ 
tion is everyone’s concern. Cast your vote March 7.

the most successful reasons used has been the ac¬ 
cumulation of unspent funds, held in sizeable re¬ 
serves. 

Our City Council felt it should encumber our 
future CRA tax increments as a way to circum¬ 
vent such a possible loss. Additional bonded indebt¬ 
edness was their choice. The $2.3 million of the 
new bond issue will go to the CRA. A little over 
one million $ will be used to pay off the remainder 
of the debt on the 1974 bond issue. This will 
free funds currently encumbered for those old bond 
payments and debt service reserves, as well as 
accumulated excess funds for other purposes. 

The 1974 CRA bond required a 25% reserve 
for debt service. The new bond issue requires 
only 10%. 

The new bonds also will pick up the remain¬ 
ing bonded indebtedness of the water department. 
Like the prior CRA debt service reserve require¬ 
ment, the new bonds require a lower amount — 


Former Mayor Elaine Rudolph agreed, adding, 
"As a general philosophy, my feeling is that any 
time a council pledges future income to today’s 
projects, they run the risk of encumbering and 
stifling necessary projects that future councils might 
feel vital, or they may commit the city to funds 
that do not develop as projected.” 

Two other former council members also ex¬ 
pressed concern, but felt that they did not have 
sufficient information to comment. 

In Part IV, we will take a look at how the 
City Council feels we can afford $17 to $19 
million in indebtedness.

10% instead of 50% for the old water bonds. 
Several million dollars in accumulated water fund 
monies will be freed by the new bonds to be 
spent by the city for other purposes, or remain 
invested for interest income. 

These various advantages were among the rea¬ 
sons why the city selected Local Agency Revenue 
Bonds. 

Several former council members were asked 
for their reactions to this. 

Former Mayor Gordon Rudolph stated, “I 
feel the council should have brought this before 
tlie electorate, instead of just approving it them¬ 
selves, especially since it entails such a large amount 
of money.”

Last week I briefly mentioned how ham ope¬ 
rators around the world can aae each other using 
amateur television. In Sierra Madre, we can barely 
get TV stations from Los Angeles. How can a ham 
operator receive TV pictures from thousands of 
miles away? 

In the past 20 years, a new form of long- 
range television has become popular with hams. 
It’s called “slow-scan television,” or SSTV for 
short. 

SSTV is a means of taking a regular TV 
picture and converting it into a series of audio 
tones that can be transmitted just as though a per¬ 
son were speaking into the microphone of a con¬ 
ventional ham radio. Regular TV images can be 
transmitted only short distances (100 miles or so), 
but SSTV images can go as far as any other 
voice communication: thousands of miles. 

There’s only one catch: the SSTV image is 
still. It does not move, but it’s in full color and 
looks nearly as good as the color picture you get 
on your regular TV. 

Would you like to see the coast of New 
Zealand? Epcot Center in Florida? Big Ben? No 
problem...just have a ham send you a TV pic¬ 
ture. SSTV-hams swap vacation pictures and family 
photos all the time. It’s fun. 

But, there’s another kind of TV. The “real” 
kind, with moving pictures, exactly like commercial 
television. In fact, a local ham, Tom (W60RG) 
who lives in Arcadia, has turned his hobby into a 
thriving business by building amateur television 
(ATV) equipment. I met Tom in the early ’70s; 
ATV was just getting popular. Since then, he has 
helped hundreds of hams get started on ATV. 

There are now scores of hams in the San 
Gabriel Valley who are active on ATV, sending 
color TV pictures from as far as San Diego to 
Santa Barbara. 

There’s a network of ATV hams: we meet 
on the air once a week to swap pictures, show 
“home movies,” or discuss what’s new on ATV. 
In case you’re wondering, it’s not too expensive 
to become involved with ATV. In fact, you pro¬ 
bably already own the major parts of a ham 
television station right now: A regular TV set, a 
VCR and maybe a TV camera. 

Ever ask yourself why you bought that cam¬ 
corder? Get an amateur radio license and use it on 
ATV! 

Is there a practical use for amateur television? 
Most definitely, yes...public service. Helping the 
public is what ham radio is all about. Here’s a 
perfect example of how amateur radio and ama¬ 
teur television are used to benefit the public: 
providing communications for the Tournament of 
Roses Parade. 


Managing and co-ordinating an event as comp¬ 
lex as the Rose Parade is a monumental task that 
requires an immense amount of communication. 
Have you ever noticed all of the “White-Suiters” 
stationed along the parade route on New Year’s 
Day? The parade officials can communicate with 
any white-suiter at will, via a ham radio operator, 
who is standing nearby. Hundreds of hams donate 
their time and equipment to provide this inval¬ 
uable service to the tournament each year, at no 
cost, of course. 

Amateur television is used in a similar way 
on Jan. 1. Local hams set up an entire network 
of television cameras along Colorado Blvd., with 
ATV equipment that can transmit live color, TV 
images of the parade back to parade headquarters 
at a moment’s notice. 

Another active TV ham, Ernie (WB6BAP), 
who lives here in Sierra Madre, was responsible 
for hand-building the television microwave transmit¬ 
ting system that is the heart of the ATV network. 
On parade day, the system worked perfectly. Just 
minutes before the parade was to begin, TV hams 
transmitted video of a medical emergency on the 
parade route. Paramedics were summoned. A TV 
monitor had been installed at police/emergency 
headquarters so that emergency personnel could 
watch the progress of the paramedics on the 
scene. Parade officials at the Wrigley Mansion 
could also watch on their monitor and act accord¬ 
ingly. 

There were other medical emergencies, float 
breakdowns and similar delays in the parade that 
were televised via ATV, so that parade and emer¬ 
gency officials were informed and able to act on 
what they saw. We even had a TV camera in a 
helicopter, piloted by Tom, W60RG. All this 
accomplished by amateurs, donating their time, 
lots of effort and their equipment. 

This is what amateur radio and television is 
all about. Ordinary folks having fun with their 
hobby, communicating, helping. If you’re interested 
in becoming a ham, write to: The American Radio 
Relay League (ARRL), 225 Main St., Newington, 
CT 06111, or get a copy of the book, “Ama¬ 
teur Radio, Super Hobby,” by Vince Luciani, 
published by McGraw-Hill.

Crippled? Crippled! 
Whether it be a ques¬ 
tion or an exclamation, 
it’s a harsh word. The 
imagery that passes 
through our minds when 
we hear that word is 
generally not pleasant. 
In reality, we have far 
more problems with the 
word than the infirmi¬ 
ty. In other words, the 
problem is ours, not that 
of the disabled. 

Yet, people can be 
not only physically, but 
mentally crippled. This 
takes shape and mani¬ 
fests itself in the form 
of foibles and hangups. 
Pastor Clyde was poin¬ 
ting out a third way 
people are deformed. 
There are all too many 
people spiritually crip¬ 
pled, who react strongly 
and negatively to any¬ 
thing that smacks of or¬ 
ganized, Orthodox Chris¬ 
tianity. They are so 
closed minded, they 
won’t even consider the 
promises of Christ. 

These people won’t 
ever come through the 
front door of a church, 
because they feel too 
awkward to fit through 
the door. Clyde main¬ 
tains that mentally and 
spiritually they are un¬ 


able to fit' into the stan¬ 
dard mold of Christia¬ 
nity. Consequently, we 
need a new or novel ap¬ 
proach to gain their at¬ 
tention. It all boils down 
to this - crippled people 
need stretcher bearers to 
get them to Jesus. 

That’s where you and 
I come in. We must be 
open to bending and 
change, in hopes of at¬ 
tracting the spiritually 
crippled. What I am not 
saying is that we change 
our theology, only in the 
manner and way of its 
presentation. This is har¬ 
der than it sounds, be¬ 
cause the more spiritual¬ 
ly we are, the more we 
tend to be set in our 
ways. Paul tried to be 
all things to all men that 
he might save a few. 
That philosophy “aim” 
too bad, now is it? 

At Bethany, we’ve 
been around for a long 
time, at least some 
of us. Our theology is 
as Orthodox as it ever 
was, but the only thing 
that has changed is the 
platter upon which we 
serve the Gospel. Hope¬ 
fully, the new trappings 
will gain the attention of 
the spiritually crippled, 
so that they might hear 
the message of love that 
Jesus brings.

John O’Donnell 


John O’Donnell, Up- 
er Hastings Ranch res¬ 
ident since 1953, died 
Saturday, Feb. 18, in East 
Pasadena. He was 74. 

O’Donnell was twice 
president of the Upper 
Hastings Ranch Associa¬ 
tion, a retired Navy sen¬ 
ior chief and command¬ 
ing officer of the Pasa¬ 
dena Division of the 
U.S. Naval Sea Cadets. 

His death was sudden, 
following an emergency 
paramedic trip to St. 
Luke Hospital. 

He and his wife, 
Marilyn, shared in 1981 
the first Upper Hastings 
Citizen of the Year award.

ree from the University 
of Southern California. 
At the time of his death, 
he was a quality as¬ 
surance consultant in the 
Pasadena area. 

He was extremely fond 
of children’s programs 
and was dedicating his 
last retirement years to 
giving boys and girls an 
insight into the milita¬ 
ry. 

He is survived by his 


wife, Marilyn, two daugh¬ 
ters, Karen Cazares and 
Kathryn Harvey, a son, 
Edward, and two grand¬ 
children, Christine and 
Eileen.

tenance, utility and enterprise services, adminis¬ 
trative and finance services. 

By no means can all 102 possible service fees 
be increased. Some recreation and library services, 
in particular, could lose so many users if fees 
matched costs that revenue could possibly end up 
with more of a negative balance than currently. 

Others could meet with so much opposition 
from traditional beneficiaries, complaints would 
carry the day, and still others carry county or 
state limitations, which preclude raising fees, even 
though costs outweigh revenue. 

The report suggests that “reasonable fees” 
must also take into account eventual replacement 
of equipment, buildings and systems (streets, 
water, sewer). They should, it states, include suf¬ 
ficient revenues so that special funds may be 
set aside for future capital replacement. 

The city council has a lengthy, time-consuming, 
but vital task ahead in determining which of the 
possible 102 fees and charges to increase and by 
how much. 

They need the ideas and suggestions of their 
constituents. 

In Part II and III, we will look at some of 
the fees, which currently cost so much more than 
the revenue generated by the charges and which 
the council will be addressing in its deliberations.

At this point, the information goes to the state 
which decides who votes. Generally, Levoe said, 
they ask the attendance area.
